‘bathtub is.the old Florida practice of snaring quail with a 
six-foot cast net. 

I hear that the practice still goes on among the game 
violators of the state. A true conservationist would no more 
think of hunting that way, however, than he would of shoot- 
ing dove over a baited field or bagging a deer at a salt block. 

Cast net hunting goes something like this: 

The hunter takes his dogs and locates the covey. Then 
he moves in with his net and makes sure the birds are there. 
The cover is not as thick as in Georgia’s sedge fields and 
often the hunter can see some of the birds. 

Throwing his big net which has more than a 12- 
foot spread, the hunter snares the entire covey, in 
some cases. The birds are extricated from the mesh 
and the dogs go hunting for another covey. 

It would be possible for meat hunters to clean 
out whole sections. Seldom could any birds escape. 
Quail fly almost straight up on a covey rise and hence 
wing right into the circular net which is weighted 
with large lead sinkers. 

Cast net hunting is a deplorable practice, of course. But 
not too many could be adept at it. So it may not be much 
more devastating to the quail population of Florida than the 
old Georgia practice of going after them with a blunderbuss 


and killing the very last bird in a covey.

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Latin-American Undercurrents 

While the general program of increasing 
“sood neighborliness” with Latin America has 
been fully publicized there are some important 
activities now being implemented by this gov- 
ernment which, in practical effect, will go 
further than all the public statements and 
speeches to bind the republics to the south 
more closely in their economic and _ social 
structures to the United States. 

One of the most impressive of these prac- 
tical efforts is that to be undertaken for the 
replacement of German dominance in local 
air transportation facilities by United States 
superiority. Today most of the local air lines 
in the Latin Americas are in German control. 
To change this situation this government is ar- 
ranging for the production of commercial 
planes at the same time that the overwhelm- 
ing bulk of plane production is of the war 
types. It is said that a comparatively small 
number of American planes, American-manned 
and under American control, will be sufficient 
to take the German commercial air supremacy 
to the south away from that nation. 

Another step somewhat similar is the re- 
placement of German agents in South Ameri- 
ca who represent American business firms 
there. Numerous American firms have given 
the handling of their South American business 
over to Germans, who are, in some of these 
countries, predominant in business of this na- 
ture. Recently the United States government 
sounded out 45 American firms as to their 
willingness to change such representation. The 
response was almost unanimously in the af- 
firmative and as a result 600 other American 
firms will receive the same request. 

These two steps are of primary importance 
in the future economic connections between 
the American nations. It is illogical and ut- 
terly undesirable that, in purchasing American- 
the Latin-American customer

should contact, almost exclusively, 
or that German firms should control so vital 
a field as air transportation. 

The only way to tie these southerly repub- 
lics to this nation is through personal contacts 
with the highest types of Unrtéd States busi- 
nessmen and by demonstrating, through ac- 
tual experience, that American ways and 
American people are better for all business 
dealings.

The Mayor Is Correct 

One city has solved the problem of smoke, 
That is St. Louis 

St. Louis had, for years, tried to eliminate 
smoke with smoke abatement programs, with 
existing smoke ordinances, with surveys and 
the usual stop-gaps which, in the end, accom- 
plished nothing. 

St. Louis at last passed an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the sale of coal with a high volatile 
content. This ordinance was enforced. Smoke 
disappeared. 

Mayor Roy LeCraw has said we do not need 
a large and expensive smoke. abatement board. 
He is, The Constitution believes, correct when 
he says Atlanta can eliminate smoke if it 
wishes. Atlanta can eliminate smoke as did 
St. Louis 

But the abolishment of smoke has a price 
tag. 

In St. Louis there are two candidates for 
mayor, opposing the present mayor, who is 
expected to be his party’s nominee. They are 
opposing him with only one plank: That in 
removing smoke from the city he raised the 
cost of coal to the poor people. This charge is 
falling flat, according to reports in the St. 
Louis Post Dispatch. 

Atlanta’s coal prices will go up if smoke 
is eliminated by eliminating the fuel which 
produces smoke. St. Louis will retain its pres- 
ent mayor, according to the best political 
minds of St. Louis, because they found that 
the new coal, while more costly, gave out more 
heat and lasted longer. There was some discon- 
tent with coal prices. There is some now. There 
always is discontent about coal prices, smoke 
ordinances or not. 

The Constitution does not advocate, at this 
time, an ordinance such as St. Louis adopted. 
But The Constitution does say there is no 
mystery about how St. Louis quit smoking. 
The St. Louis ordinance did it. That ordinance 
has a price tag. It remains to be seen whether 
the people of Atlanta believe their smoke 
conditions to be worth the price. The mayor 
is to be congratulated on not kidding himself 
or the public. He knows, the coal companies 
know, and the smoke abatement experts know 
exactly how St. Louis got rid of smoke. It 
quit kidding itself, faced the truth, and ban- 
ned the fuel which produces smoke. If the 
people of Atlanta want to pay the price they 
can eliminate smoke. It is up to them. 


The Clatter of Tongues 

In the business of burbling ‘‘Boo” at all the 
frightened little boys in the neighborhood, 
Adolf Hitler has long ago established him- 
self as champ. The recent successes of his 
growls, grunts and ghoulish grimaces at Bul- 
garia, Rumania and Hungary seem about to 
be repeated in Yugoslavia and perhaps even in 
Turkey, and will, indeed, fool nobody. Even 
among the neighborhood peanut dictators, part 
of tle business of electing to be local bully 
consists of puffing out the jaw, snarling in 
the grand manner, and looking fierce.

ONE WORD MORE

A GOOD LEGISLATURE I am not at all a naive person. 


Sentimentality and cynicism at 
times struggle for supremacy within me, but always I try to permit 
what seems to be common sense to give the verdict.

This is why it distresses me to hear, from persons “in the know,” 


that this is a bad legislature at our state capitol. Persons “in the 
know” are a ubiquitous lot. They usually consist of those wise and 
all-knowing persons who cannot divulge their sources but who 
“know” the real low-lown on everything which happens. 

They are, with some exceptions, the fairly seedy and cunning 
persons seen about the capitol halls outside the legislature and in 
the lobbies of hotels where legislative members live during the 
session. They toil not, but they do spin out a web of the most 
malicious gossip and libelous lies which ever damned a man’s 
name and which create distrust in the public mind. 

Every session of the legislature produces charges of graft and 
of men with their hands out. This present one is no exception. 
I have heard the charges at every session, not only in this state 
but in others. 


It gets spread about by a very special breed. They have no 
intelligence, but only cunning. They have no civic decency, but 
greed. 


I can show you, in the lobbies of two hotels, a half dozen per- 
sons who are there merely to give the impression they can control 
a legislator. They usually work at the beck and call of some 
unscrupulous lawyer. They cannot control the legislators. They 
try. Now and then they succeed. But by and large they succeed 
merely in becoming an acquaintance of the-men who are in the 
legislature and of being able to address them by name in the halls 
and lobbies. More frequently than not, the legislators, who are 
besieged by hundreds, know the faces of these persons and not the 
names, 


This legislature is a good one. It has not been bought. I doubt 
if it contains more than a dozen men who can be bought, and that 
many crooks can be found in any large group or in any large gath- 


ering of any profession or creed. 

AN ILLUSTRATION I can tell you how it works. A true story, 
from which names must be withheld, will 

serve without any weakening of the illustration. 

There was a bill introduced which affected a good many men in 
business. Those in the retail end of the business were approached 
by two or three men in the same ‘business who said that things 
—— bad. They were aroused and advised to seek advice of 
counsel, 


They did. The two advisers advised the selection of a certain 
lawyer. 

That certain lawyer is noted as a wolf. His name is synonymous 
with crookedness and utterly unscrupulous dealings. He was called 
in. He asked for and received a sizable sum of money. 

Soon it was announced, by him, that he had “fixed” certain 
men. The author of the bill was said to have been “fixed” with 
the largest sum. 


The businessmen, who had been converted into suckers, damned 
the legislature. They had to get up more money. A lawyer of that 
type does not hesitate to incriminate any person. He does it in 
confidence. He would not hesitate to say he had “fixed” a gov- 
ernor or a judge. There is no way @f checking on him. 

The facts of the case are the author of this bill would have 
knocked down and trampled anyone who sought to buy him and 
would have gone on the floor and made himself unusually active 
in behalf of his bill as a point of personal privilege. 


Yet, because the lawyer and his sinister “fixers,” who never 
bought a man and never passed a cent to a legislator, have'told 
their story, one hears, here and there, charges of “fixing” and of 
bribery. : 

The lobby vermin are another part of the story. They rush to 
any person with a bill and offer their “services.” They can “fix 
it” with certain legislators. 

They may, as aforesaid, be able to buy off a few men. But 
they cannot at all touch the real members of the legislature nor 
influence it. 


Yet, so many suckers are there that annually-the suckers pay 
large sums of money which are never even offered to members of 
the legislature, but which are kept by the “fixers” who do not at 
all mind that they have destroyed faith in government and in 
individuals, 

IT SHOULD BE OBVIOUS I do not mean to say we have not 

had instances of corrupted legis- 
lators. I do not mean to say we have not had, in our history, venal 
governors and representatives. 

Yet, by and large, our legislatures are composed of good men. 
They may not always be brilliant or able, but according to their 
— they do a pretty fair job. Some of them are brilliant and 
able, 


Some of their votes sometimes seem to be dictated by, narrow 
oo and by fear. Some of them are, on occasion, rather 
awful. 

But, by and large, they are honest. 

This ought to be fairly obvious. Half of them, at each session, 
have been there the previous term. The others are bound to be 
fairly outstanding and well-known men in their respective com- 
munities. 

Always remember that any governing group is a reflection of 
the people who elected it. 

The thing which annoys me most about the legislators is that 
they permit themselves to be worried and whispered to by any Tom, 
si or Harry who stops them on the street, in the capitol or the 

otels. 

They partly are responsible for the libels which are spread 
about them every two years. Also they must know which of their 
own members are venal and corrupted. They could do something 
about this. 

Why wouldn’t an annual salary be the best thing—rather than 
an increase in the per diem payments. 

Anyhow, if you are one of those who have been told by one of 
the ubiquitous “in-the-know-boys” about graft and the passing of 
money, you can put it down as 10 to.1 that some sponsor of a bill 
has been made the sucker and that some “fixer” got the money. 
And that such was ‘the plan all along. The sucker crop is gullible 
and large. 

I am not naive or deceived. 

I have seen enough of the “smart boys” to know who gets the 
money. 

This legislature is, with the inevitable exceptions, an honest one, 
doing what it sincerely believes to be its duty.

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Broiler Meals 


The quickest way to freshen up‘ 


an extra sandwich or a slice of 
Sunday’s left-over roast is to 
brush it with melted butter, pop 
it under the broiler and serve it 
piping hot. Likewise whole meals 
that can be cooked in the broiler 
offer one of the quickest, simplest 
and most appetizing methods of 
preparing food. Too often the 
broiler is neglected because a 
homemaker hasn’t realized the 
broad opportunities that broiling 
makes possible. Steaks, chops, 
chicken, fish, bacon, liver, sweet- 
breads and other meats can be 
broiled to delicious perfection. 
Smaller pieces of meat or fish can 
be broiled on skewers. When a 
menu is built around broiled 
chops, chicken, steak or ham, the 
broiler pan is promptly brought 
into use to heat canned or pre- 
cooked vegetables and _ fruits. 
There are tricks by the dozen to 
try in reheating leftovers in the 
broiler. 

Lamb or perk roast can be 
sliced into pieces three-eights to 
half inch thick. Place these slices 
in a shallow pan and cover the 
top surface of each with French 
dressing. Let the sliced meat stand 
for half an hour in the dressing, 


then drain and place on a cold) 


greased broiler rack. Preheat the 
broiler. Place the rack three 
inches below the unit and broil 
about 5 minutes, or until the meat 
is heated through.

2 tablespoons melted butter. 

Preheat broiler. While preheat- 
ing, arrange bacon and_ sausages 
on cold greased broiler rack. Fill 
tomato cups with lima beans or 
corn, brush with melted butter 
and place on rack together with 
pineapple rings. Insert rack in 
broiler.so that the surface of the 
food is about three inches below 
the broiling unit. Broil a total 
time of 15 to 20 minutes, leaving 
the oven door ajar. Turn the 
pineapple rings, baeon and sau- 
sage once, at the end of 8 minutes. 

Oysters wrapped in bacon and 
broiled make a tempting Sunday 
night supper snack.

Hot cross buns are in town! 
Once you had to wait until the 
week before Easter to enjoy their 
spicy flavor and yeasty fragrance. 
Now bakers supply them all dur- 
ing Lent. And they’re mighty hard 
to beat when you want to nibble 
something with a cup of good rich 


coffee, or need just that extra 
touch to round off your luncheon 
or supper menu. 


How did the hot cross bun orig- | 


inate? Nobody knows exactly. 
But centuries before the Christian 
era the Egyptians offered small 
bunlike loaves bearing the mark 
of two horns to their favorite 
moon goddess. 


Later on the an-| 


cient Greeks, using buns in their | 
own religious ceremonies, changed | 


the two horns to a cross sym- 
bolizing, to their minds, the four 
phases of the moon. 

The word “bun” itself comes 
from the early Greek “boun,” a 
sweet type of bread that was 
marked with a cross and used in 
pagan festivals. Records tell how 


these ‘“‘bouns 


“Hot Cross Buns” depicted on 
early Grecian works of art. 
Primitive Saxons, too, marked 
buns with a cross 
Eastre, their goddess of light.
